(2) DeGaulle’s ultimatum to the 
Common Market to agree on an 
agricultural policy by December 
31, or he'll pull France out of the 
club. 

(3) Nehru’s announcement of 
Plans for tackling population con- 
trol in India. 

When I was in Moscow last sum- 
mer on a tour to observe agricul- 
ture on both sides of the'Iron Cur- 
taim, the Soviet spokesman for the. 
Agriculture ministry admitted to 
our group of Floridians"the USSR 
would like to have some of our U. 
S. fertilizer. 

Now': Khrushchev . proposes a 
grandiose program — it must be 
huge to fill a tremendous -gap — 
to rebuild and modernize some 500 
existing chemical plants and to 
purchase 200 more complete plants, 
probably from’ Western nations.
